4,000 ACRES TREATED 


Saskatchewan Has One of the Larg- 
eet Farms in Western Canada. How 
Tractors Brought the Lanc Under 
Cultivation. 


One cf the largest farms ja Western 
Canada fs that known as the Weltzen 
Farm, situated about ninety miles 
southwest of Saskatoon, and twenty 
miles south of Rosetown, which is 
on the Goose Lake branch of the Can- 
adian Northern Rallway., The farm 
comprises sixteen sections, or 10,240 
acres, of beautiful undulating prairie 
land with almost unbroken surface, 
free from stone, brush or other ob- 
structions, with a rich chocolate col- 
ored soll several feet in depth, on 
clay subsoil. 

The land was originally purchased 
from the Canadian Northern Railway 
about four years ago by O. O. Win- 
ter, who was for some years super- 
intende..t of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, with offices at Winnipeg, 
Fort William and Brandon, and later 
general superintendent of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. Mr, Winter, with 
friends residing in Minaeapolis, or- 
ganized the Weltzen Land and Agri- 
cultural Company, for the purpose of 
putting the lard uncer cultivation 
under his direct management. 

This big farm was first developed 
in 1910, and in order to carry out the 
work with the greatest possible des- 
patch, three big gasolinu tractors 
were employed, with an equipment of 
gang plows, packers, discs, steel 
tanks for hauling gasoline and other 
necessary utensils. 

The three engines, each drawing six 
fourteen-inch breaking plows and a 
packer, were kept in constant serv- 
ice day and night, with the result 
that by the first of September the 
virgin prairie, which had for ages 
been the roaming ground of the buf- 
falo, showed an expanse of 4,500 
acres broken up by the plow shares. 

The plows were then replaced by 
six discs, attached to each engine in 
such a manner as to give the upturn- 
ed sod a double stroke, thus pulveriz- 
ing it well and putting the sod in fine 
condition for seeding. The whole 
4,500 acres were treated in this man-| 
Ler before the close of the season. 

Since that time the progress of the 
work has been steacy during each 
succeeding year, and the Weitzen 
farm jis now one of the show fcrms of 
Saskatchewan for mechanical equip- 
ment.

| Breeders Urge That the Government 
Take Definite Action to En- 

courage the Industry 


That the government should take 
| definite and emphatic action to en- 
courage a greater production of sheep 
fn Canada was set forth strongly at 
| the annual meeting of che Sheep 
Breeders’ Association, held at Guelph 
| recently, The necessity of this both 
| from the wool and meat standpoints, 
was dwelt upon by various prominent 
speakers. In connection with the lat- 
ter phase of the question, it is note- 
worthy that many think the tariff on 
wool, as well as that on woollen goods 
should be adjueted in order that amore 
stuble condition of the Industry gener- 
might be obtained. Apparently 
there are few who think the preference 
on woollen gcods should be increased. 
They believe this would still fur 
ther limit the production of woollen 
goods in Canada, thus reducing the 
home mark’: in Canada for wool, In 
his address at Guelph Mr. H, 8. Ar 
kell, B.S.A., Ottawa, said in part: 
“At present in Canada there are 
about 2,360,000 sheep. In the year 1871 
there were 3,155,000. What does that | 
mean, then? It means that there are! 
700,000 fewer sheep in Canada to- | 
day than ‘here were forty years ago. 
Not only is this the case with the 
Dominion rs a whole. In every single 
eastern Province there are less sheep | 
than there used to be long ago. There | 
are to-day fewer sheep in the whole | 
Dominion of Canada than there were 
in the Provinces of Ontario and Que- 
| bee alone forty years ago. In the year 
1896 we exported 391,000 head, and 
since about that year the sheep have 
| been falling off in numbers. Two years 
ago we exported sheep to quite an 
extent. We are now an importing 
nation, In the year 1910 we imported 
35,000 head, in 1911 we brought in 
68,000 head, and in seven months of 
;the year ‘912 we have imported no 


less than 154,000 head of sheep. The 
saadority of the imported sheep do not 
remain in the east, even at that, Most 


ally 


| of them go to the western Provinces. 


In the year 1911 About 227,00\ sheep 
were handled at the Toronto markets. 
In ten months of the present year 
only about 160,000 have been through 
that market. Nor is this decline in 
sheep trade peculiar to Toronto. For 
exactly the same periods the sheep 
| handled at the Montreal market num- 
bered 117,000 and 102,000 respectively. 
In ten months of the present year the 
Winnipeg market dealt with 39,000 
head of sheep, and of these not More 
than one thousand were Canadian | 
sheep. All the others were from the | 
United States. With the prevailing | 
shortage of beef and mutton, the pub- 
lic has made quite a call for lamb. 
The prices asked by the butchers for 
lamb have consistently stiffened, as 
not only has the demand increased, 
but the supply had fallen behind.” 

“The sheep business is certainly not 
| getting the attention it should,” said 
the veteran John Campbell of Wood- 
ville. “At present butchers’ lambs are 
selling at tre highest price on record | 
for the time of year, and the chances | 
are that they will be extreme before 
spring.” 

“Would you recommend the average 
farmer to raise more sheep?” Mr, 
Campbell was asked. 
| “Decidedly. The country 1s suffer 
ing a very great loss in that there is 
not a flock of sheep on every single 
|farm, Were I not already engaged in 
| raising pure-Lred stock, there is no 
line of live stock husbandry to which | 
1 would piu my faith so firmly as to) 
| the production of well-finished lambs | 
| for the marke:, using the best possible | 
judgment in the selection of dams and 
sires.”

Edmonton claims the distinction of 
having within its confines the largest 


creamery in the Dominion of Canada. 
The Edmonton City Dairy, of which, 
W. W. Prevey is president, reports an 
output of 1,140,000 pounds of butter 
for the twelve months ended Oct. 22. 

“Several years ago,” Mr, Prevey 
said, “we shipped butter to points 
ino Ontario and Quebec, receiving from 
14 to 16 cents a pound in carload lots, 
but Edmonton has grown so rapidly 
that we are now obliged to import 
dairy products. We heave brought in 
24 cars of 30,000 pounds each in the 
last year, the bulk of thir coming 
from Minnesota, while a local packing 
firm has imported 15 cars in 12 months 
Our farmers are not producing suf- 
ficient eggs aud milk to supply halt 
of the demand.

The effect of all this on the rising 
generation is disastrous, They see 
the doctrines of all denominations 
discredited in pulpit and pew, and 
especially in the colleges. They per- 
ceive that the Bible is classed with 
_the creeds, and is claimed to be 
| their foundation. This is the alarm- 
ing mistake. The sooner we get rid 
of the creeds of the Dark Ages, the 
better for us. But if we lose the 
Bible, are we not in danger of losing 
all that has tended to steady our 
civilization—the foundation of al! 
our faith and hope beyond the pres- 
, ent life? 
| The majority of mankind, with 
strong animal tendencies which need 
to be curbed, require an incentive 
for that curbing. Such an incentive 
the Bible gives in its promise of 
everlasting life. But the misstate- 
ment of our creeds is, that all have 
eternal life without the Life-giver, 
and that the question merely is 
whether we will spend that eternal 
life in joy or in misery. 


This proposition has become so 
transparently illogical that it fs gen- 
erally repudiated. Human justicg 


fails to appreciate as justice at all an 
arrangement which would create a 
race with the foreknowledge and 
| foreintention that nearly all of that 
race would suffer torture throughout 
eternity. In proportion as 
theory advocated in the creeds of the

Revolution may not come; the strug- 
fle may be altogether avoided; but 
f it come to the worst, brains and 
money will surely rule. If it shall 
be necessary to shoot down in cold 
blood some of the anarchically dis- 
posed, we shall be sorry, but we see 
no other way. We see no reason for 
worry, however, nor for especially 
changing our course. The pages of 
history support us in this view.” 

These able reasoners seem general- 
ly to forget that in one respect tho 
people of the present time differ 
materially from the people of times 
gone by. In olden times the ple 
were uneducated, and incapable of 
anything without able leadership. 
Indeed, the few educated ones were 
often honored slaves, possessed of no 
political influence or opportunity. 
All this is changed now. The masses 
are not only able to read and write, 
and capable of exercising their ren- 
toning faculties, but they are alert 
as never before in the world’s his- 
tory. They, too, are acquisitive and 
ambitious. 

The history of the past has in- 
formed them of how some of the 
greatest estates came into the hands 


of those who now hold them. In- 
stead of being thankful for their 
wonderful blessings and _ privileges, 
they are unthankful, unhappy, 


greedy for more, just as are the suc- 
cessful, who have already gotten 
possession of much of the earth, and 
of much of the power to use it, and 
of the channels of trade, ete. Un- 
restrained by the fears of hell or 
purgatory, which once restrained to 
some extent their forefathers, these 
need the Gospel of Hope—the very 
Message which the Bible provides 
for them. 

The Lord’s Gospel of Hope to the 
world is now due, and all of God's 
people should be prompt to herald 
it.

TRYING TO “LIFT THAT CUP” 


It Hae Cost British Yachtmen So Far, 
About a@ Million Pounds. i 

The persistency of Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton in bis endeavor to “lift that cup”; 
from the New York Yacht club cer-, 
tainly merits success. His Shamrock 
I, was beaten by the Columbia in 1899, 


Shamrock I. by the Columbia in 1901 


and Shamrock III, by the Reliance in 
1904. He bas had another Shamrock 
since, but he refused to call it Sham- 
rock IV., reserving that title for an- 
other challenger, if he should have one 
built, 

His three past attempts to win the 
cup have cost him about £100,000 for, 
yachts alone (Shamrocks I, and IL. 
£30,000 each and Shamrock III £85,- 
000), and altogether he has spent on 
the efforts nearly £400,000, Since the 
Americaus won the cup in the race 
round the Isle of Wight in 1851 
twelve attempts have been niade to re- 
cover it, at a total cost of about £1,000,- 
000. The cup Itself is worth barely £50. 

Sir Thomas Lipton had great success 
during the yachting season last year. 
Out of thirty races in home waters in 
which bis Shamrock took part be won 
twenty-three firsts, and at the interna- 
tional races at Kiel he won six races 
out of eight. 

Sir Thomas is probably the greatest 
clubman in the world, for be is honor- 
ary member of nearly a hundred clubs 
in America alone, besides a very great 
many in Great Britain. Yachting by no 
means claims all his sporting attention, 
In latter years he bas taken up motor- 
ing. He likes gardening, too. Cricket, 
golf, tennis and bowls also come with- 
in his purview, but he is not a great 
theatergoer.—London Spare Moments. 


* LIGHT WITHOUT HEAT. 


Science Hopes to Produce It by the Aid 
of Chemistry. 

Cold Nght, produced by chemicals, 
somewbat in imitation of the firefly, is 
not an abandoned failure, but can be 
Jooked forward to hopefully because of 
recent progress, according to Professor 
Wilder D, Bancroft of Cornell. In in- 
candescent lamps, such as ordinary 
electric light bulbs or gas mantle 
lights, the greatest amount of light is 
necompanied by the greatest amount 
of heat, and this method of getting 
light is approaching its greatest pos- 
sible efficiency, he believes. Thus the 
most likely way of getting better light 
is to tackle the problem from the other 
end and try to get cold light from 
chemicals, which is what the firefly 
does. 

A vast amount of information ts ptl- 
fing up now on the combinations of 
chemicals that will give light when ex- 
cited by other light or heat, for in- 
stance, and froin this information Pro- 
fessor Bancroft bas come to the con- 
clusion that, once it is known exactly 
what reactions take place in these so- 


peoples HTTONSs, It will be possible theoretically 
to stimulate these reactions by means 
otber than light or beat and so produce 


cold light where there {is no other 
light. “Along this line a revolution in 
lighting will some day take place,” he 
recently declared.—Saturday Evening 
Post. 


Paper Cannon. 

To the amazingly long list of articles 
mide of paper there muy be added p:- 
per cannon, which have been manufic- 
tured at the Krupp works in Germany, 
These paper field pieces are for special 
use of the infantry. Their caliber is 1 
little less than two inches, and the 
pleces are so light that a soldier can 
easily carry one. But the resistance ts 
greater than that of a field piece of 
steel of the same caliber, It is not to 
be understood that these paper guns 
fre in any way to replace those made 
of steel. The paper arms are intended 
merely for uses in situations where tbe 
movement of field artillery world be 
impracticable. Taper artillery on the 
field of battle seems an extraordinary 
thing, but it is hardly more so than pa- 
per wheels for freight cars on railways 
‘appeared when they were first intro- 
duced or, for that matter, than papec 
water pails were.—New York Tribune.

VACCINATION FOR TYPHOID. 


Claims That Are Made For the Pre- 
ventive Treatment. 

In the American Magazine Dr. Woods 
Hutchinson, writing about vaccination 
for typboid, says in part: 

“When we remember that typhoid 
fever causes 35,000 deaths and at least 
850,000 cases of severe illness in the 
United Stites alone every year and 
that of all our infections it is the one 
most likely io be followed by some per- 
manent damage -to either kidneys, 
heart, liver and gall bladder, lungs or 
bpervous system {it will be seen that 
this comparatively trifing precaution 
is n health tpusurance—indeed, a life in- 
surance—policy of no small value. 

“The only discomfort produced by 
the injection of the typhoid culture is 
“a slight swelling, reddening avd itch- 
ing at the point of injection, followed 
by a mild feverish attack, with a little 
headache and perlaps backuche, which 
ure all over within thirty-six to forty- 
eight hours. This is repented twice, 
miuking three injections in all, at inter- 
vals of about ten days, the reaction 
from each injection being progressively 
less. The individual is then practically 
immune against trypboid fever for at 
least three to five years and probably 
for life, but this list remains to be de- 
termined because most of the inocula- 
tions so made are not yet older than 

three to five years.”

Dressing the Baby. 

Mothers seem to be divided in their 
opinion of bow to dress the baby, but 
their ideas are generally so extreme 
that they can easily be divided into 
two classes—the sensible, who believe 
in simplicity, and the foolish, who try 
to see how fancifully they can dress 
their little tots. 

The elegance of baby’s clothes should 
always be interpreted in fineness and

Of 
course beniming always makes a de- 
sirable finish at the seams and is not 
ornate. 

The infant's petticoats should be just 
as fine and plain ns its slips, And in 
winter its “heavy” petticoats, should 
be of the finest French flannel, so that 
they will not wash together and be- 
come weighty and bulky. The flannel 
petticoats should be finished with bri- 
er stitched hems.
